The following interesting extract ista 


ken from a letter to the Wisconsin sent by 
an officer with Sherman : 


'•The armies are gathering up a« fast as 


they can, fur a final hljtr u> the rebellion. 
Sherman has in tho neighborhood of 100,- 
000 "troops at Goldsburo, including Scho- 
field's and Terry's old commands. Terry's 
is now absorbed in Si:hi>lield's Grand Di- 
vision, which will bo the center of Sher- 
man'* Grand Army, culled the Army of 
the Ohio. Schofield will have two corps, 
the 16ih and 23d. Slucum will command 
the left Grand Division, or Army of the 
Cumberland, consisting of tho 14th and 
20th corps. Howard will command the 
right Grand Division, or Ariny of the 
Tonnessee, consisting of the loth and 17th 
corps. As new troops are arriving here 
and going forward to the front every few 
days, it is possible that by the time Sher- 
man gets ready to move, he may have 120- 
000, or thereabouts ; but I think it safest 
to estimate his entire effective force at 
100,000 men. 


I had an excellent opportunity to see 


Sherman last Saturday night, when he 
went through here, on his way to meet 
Grant and President Lincoln at City Point. 
Ho stopped here long enough to take sup- 
per, and of course was the observed of all 
observers. He is a nervous, restless fellow, 
and is said to have remarked on the train, 
as he was coming down here, that he was 
going up to see Grant five minutes — that 
he only wanted to see him just fire min- 
utes — that he had got it all chalked out — 
and that he would then oomo back and go 


of the richest men in Goldsboro liv- 


ing in a splendid house, with grounds to 
correspond, sent a note to Sherman after 
his arrival, presenting his compliments, 
and offering to share his house with the 
General, as his (the owner's) family was 
imall. The General sent back word that 
'here was no house in Goldsboro large 
•jnougb for any family and for htm too, 
ind politely informed the citizen that he 
could take the whole house. And' he did 
•o, nt the same time pitching hU tents in 
tho yard, among the flower* and shrub 
oei-y. What became of the citizen, or what 
x-as the state of his mind, on being obliged 
to thus summarily vacate his own premise*, 
f have not leariicd. When the General 
first arrived, however, he pitched his tents 
Jongside of tho road, and as hi* troops 
:ame marching into town, he stood in front 
>f a tent, in his shirt sleeves, with a cigar 
n his month, and an old felt hat on bis 
tiead, to view them as they passed. There 
»as_no ostentation about him, and if any 
if his soldiers wished to shake hands with 
him, and were respectful in their manner, 
tho privilege was granted. 


The General is severe on tho inhabi- 
rants, however, and some think too much 
"o, particularly in a State like this, that 
in inclined to come back into the Union. 
For miles around Goldsboro the farm man- 
"ions have been destroyed, and his bum- 
mers are permitted to forage at will. In 
'act he encourages them, and of course 
they are not backward in finding it out 
ind acting accordingly. As they go out

;t horse occasionally, or a cow, or fowls, or 
matches, or silver ware, or perhaps a

When you hear a rebel report of a 


Battle with Sherman's cavalry, you will 
rery^often find it to be no one but Sher- 
man's bummers in the advance, on hori-e« 
that they have borrowed. They are all 
infantrymen, and ore detailed from regi- 
ments and companies, and i-tart out afxot. 
Almost always however, they return on 
hi.r.-ps. Of course this peculiar custom 
has the effect to make bones very cheap at 
•iuld.-boro just now. I have known with- 
in a few days past, of some very fine hor- 
ses being bought of these bummers for a 
veryfewflollars. The trouble in, howev- 
er, to get transportation fur thrm frim 
tierc. You can't get them brought down 
>vcr tbe railroad, and the consequeuce is 
hat they ore like the elephant on a mans' 
hands.
